MEETINGS HELD 


FID meetings held in Germany 


The members of the Bureau and the Committee of Ways and Means met 
on August 27th, in the Technischen Hochschule, Stuttgart. Council met in 
Stuttgart in four sessions on August 27th to 29th. The sessions were attented 
by 24 delegates from 16 member countries, 5 observers and 3 honorary 
members. A provisional summary report of this meeting is given below. The 
Central Classification Committee met in Munich on September 2nd and 3rd. 
(The Deutsches Patentamt was visited on the 3rd with discussions on 
classification). See provisional summary report of CCC meeting under FID 
Study Committees. 


Membership 


Poland was unanimously accepted as 24th national member. It is 
represented by the Centralny Instytut Dokumentacji Naukowo Technic- 
znej, Al. Niepodleglosci 188, Warsaw. 

Dr. Car] Walther who has furthered the development of documentation 
in general and in particular UDC for some 30 years was elected honorary 
member. 

Members present unanimously approved the following addition to 
art. 5 of the statutes: ’In those countries represented by a national member 
the admission of an associate member will be decided by the Council on the 
proposal of the national member’. (In connexion with this, the words ’and 
located in any country not having a National Member of the Federation’ 
in art. 3b. have to be deleted). 

The subscription to be paid by associate members was raised to: 
Organisations at least 50.— Dutch guilders, Individuals 25.— Dutch guil- 
ders, to be effective from January 1957. 


Future meetings 


It was decided to plan for the following series of meetings in the near 
future: 
1957: Restricted Conference (Council, General Assembly and Study Com- 
mittees) in England or France, 
1958: Conference on storage and retrieval of information in the United 
States, 
1959: Meeting of experts in an Eastern European country, 
1960 or 1961: World Congress in Asia (probably India).

Vice-President, succeeding Mr. de Guzman and Dr. Schiirmeyer. At present 
the composition of the Bureau is as follows:

Lega! status 

Legal advice on the text amendments required by the Belgian Ministry 
of Justice will be sought before final application for legal status as in- 
ternational organisation according to the Belgian law. 


Photocopyright 

A review of problems dealing with copyright and photoduplication 
was given by Mr. Braband. It was decided to establish a committee to 
express our own views as documentalists. One issue of the Review of Do- 
cumentation should be devoted to this subject. 


Publications 

It was learnt that the work on the final chapter (selection) of the 
Manual on Document Reproduction and Selection was in an advanced 
stage. 

The provisional issue for the fourth edition of the Index Bibliographi- 
cus, to appear in 1957, should be corrected and brought up to date as 
shortly as possible before final printing. 

It was suggested to ask national members whether they want to 
receive one free display copy of each edition of the tables of the Universal 
Decimal Classification and a few more copies for sale on commission. 

Co-operation of Afnor (France) in the preparation of the trilingual 
abridged edition of the UDC was appreciated. 

It was decided to separate the technical work on the Review of Do- 
cumentation from the intellectual work. The former should be done at 
The Hague beginning with issue 3 of the current year. The composition of 
the Editorial Board should be modified; members should be able to meet 
at least twice a year. The number of correspondents should be extended; 
some of these might serve as regional members of the board. 

NIDER (Netherlands) will prepare a preliminary manual for the use 
of UDC. 

The german draft of national standards on documentation should be 
submitted to national members of FID and ISO. 

The scope of the internationa! guide to sources of information should 
be well fixed. Our information centres should be strenghtened. 

The preliminary edition of the list of library and documentation 
periodicals should be improved. 


Seminar on classification 

It was understood that a meeting will be organised in the United 
Kingdom to be held in the spring of 1957. 
Brussels vesolutions 

The resolutions and comments received should be studied at the next 
meeting of the Bureau. 
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Administrative affairs 

The minutes of the Council meeting in Brussels in September 1955 
were approved, as well as the annual reports of the Secretary-General on 
general affairs and on UDC. The financial accounts were approved; interim 
detailed accounts of profits and losses should henceforward be submitted 
only to the Committee of Ways and Means. It was proposed to raise the 
unit of subscription for national members from 250 to 300 Dutch guilders. 


VISITS RECEIVED 


Mr. G. A. Dreyfus, European Productivity Agency, Paris, visited the 
General Secretariat on August 13, 1956, to get information on our activities. 

Dr. A. Gorter, Centraal Instituut voor Voedingsonderzoek TNO, 
Utrecht, Chairman of the Dutch Panel on UDC bakery and milling, visited 
the General Secretariat on September 12 to discuss a proposal for revision 
of UDC 664.6/.7 which is reaching its final stage. 


FID STUDY COMMITTEES 


Central Classification Committee 


The members of FID/CCC met in Munich on September 2nd and 3rd, 
1956. A visit to the German Patent Office and a discussion on patent clas- 
sification were also arranged. Dr. Zeferino Paulo, editor of the Portuguese 
complete edition of the UDC (in preparation), who closely co-operates with 
Brazilian experts, attented the meeting for the first time. 


Patent classification 


It was felt that contact between editors of UDC and of main patent 
classifications would be of mutual benefit. A concordance between UDC 
and the German patent classification, which serves as a framework in some 7 
other countries, should be prepared. 

Policy of revision 

In order to accelerate the work of the committees the members 
approved the following scheme for the composition of international panels: 
the main committees (FID/C...) should be open to all national and inter- 
national members of FID according to the bylaws to FID statutes; if neces- 
sary drafting committees of not more than 5 members might be formed. 
Subcommittees (FID/C.../SC...) appointed by a main committee should 
consist of members of the main committee, constituting smaller groups 
with a more limited scope; if necessary drafting committees of not more 
than 5 members might be established. Members of a main- or subcommit- 
tee shou!d have the right to be heard by a drafting committee if they so 
desire. It was felt that members of drafting committees should be able to 
meet frequently (as an example were quoted the editorial panel of FID/ 
C65 for the inventory of management subjects and the British group on 
539.1/.2 under FID C53). 


New comnuvittees 

At the proposal of Germany it was decided to establish new committees 
for textiles, UDC 677 and other fields, with secretariat in Germany, and for 
dyeing and bleaching, UDC 667.03, with secretariat in Germany or Japan. 


Special subjects 

A proposal for revision of 334, co-operative movements, was submitted 
to the Swiss member of the classification committee of the International 
Co-operative Alliance. 

A German proposal to transfer 526, geodesy, to 528.2/.9 should be 
submitted to FID/CCC, which agreed to use this number. 
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Mr. Godefroid’s proposal for revision of 615, pharmacy, is in an 
advanced stage. 

The British draft for revision of 621.7/.9, including welding tech- 
niques, should be ready in September for study by FID/C621 members. 
A third proposal received from Dr. Kocherhans was very welcome for the 
future development of this section. The present British draft does not 
incorporate drastic changes. The Swiss draft concerning the classification 
of nuclear energy technology was considered to be premature. 

For the future planning of 629 subdivisions, the British member sug- 
gested transfering .12 and .13 to .2 and .3 so that .1 would be free for road and 
railway vehicles. It was agreed to use preferably .15 or, if necessary, .14 
and .15 for the new development of the railway vehicles. 

It appeared that a few changes in the new forestry classification 
elaborated by the joint FAO-IUFRO committee would be ready in Sep- 
tember. The new scheme could then be incorporated into 634.0 Once the 
scheme would be incorporated in the UDC, the committee should not revise 
the scheme without consulting FID/CCC. 

Members agreed that we should protest against a new classification of 
fisheries to be incorporated into the UDC. 


News on development of UDC 

It was agreed to ask the editors of abridged editions to issue supple- 
mentary sheets at least once a year containing news on revision of the 
tables. 


Administi ative affairs 
The ennual report of the Secretary-General concerning activities of 
FID/C was approved. 


FID PUBLICATIONS 
Manual on Document Reproduction and Selection 

From September 7, 1956,, the price has been raised to 80.— Dutch 
guilders (plus 6.— Dutch guilders forwarding expenses). 

The chapter on selection techniques is now printed and will probably be 
available late October or early November. 

With the publication of this chapter the Manual is completed (a third 
cover, C, will be added). Supplements were published in 1954 and 1955, the 
1956 Supplement will probably appear late October. Supplements cost 9.60 
Dutch guilders for each year. 


Library and documentation periodicals 

The preliminary edition issued in June 1956 as FID publ. 295 should be 
considered as a first attempt to list all periodicals publishing articles on 
librarianship and documentation; news bulletins of associations are added, 
but book news bulletins and bibliographical lists issued by libraries are not 
included. Copies are available from the General Secretariat of FID at a 
price of 6.— Dutch guilders.
